A Hostel Blackout 
Charter Is Returned 
The Tates Leave Town 


Mr. and Mrs. Robert Tate, who 
for some time have been the 
house-parents of the local Youth 
Hostel, and have rendered a most 
acceptable service, left early this 
week by auto for Los Angeles, 
Calif., where they will visit with 
relatives for a time. They made 
many friende in Northfield during 
their stay here and were active 
in community interests. Informa- 
tion has also leaked out that the 
Northfield local Youth Hostel 
committee has had some differ- 
ences with the Directors of the 
Hostel movement and that in an 
effort to solve the matter, a mem- 
ber of the national 
committee from New York came 
to Northfield last weekend for a 
conference. Under the provisions 
of a charter granted to each indi- 
vidual hostel, the Committee 
named in its control, must assume 
full responsibility and meet cer- 
tain requirements. Members must 
qualify as prescribed and they 
conduct the work of the hostel, 
in its entirety. Matters of em- 
ployment are in the hands of the 
committee according to the chart- 
er, ‘but in the case of the local 
hostel, that perogative was re- 
tained in the hands of.the Direct- 
or, who dismissed the housepar- 
ents, and assumed authority over 
the discretion of the committee. 
Trouble ensued and in challeng- 
ing the Directors action, it be- 
came apparent that the charter 
misrepresented the committees 
status, and that it was only to be 
a rubber stamp for the personal 
control of the Director, who re- 
sides at the hostel for official resi- 
dence and occupies the larger por- 
tion of the house, while the barns 
are used for the housing of hos- 
telers. Dissatisfied with the situa- 
tion, the committee held several 
sessions during the past two 
weeks, and after the conference, 
with the representative of the 
national executive committee, the 
dismissal of the Tates was con- 
firmed, although paid in full, the 
authority of the Director chall- 
enged, the charter of the hostel 
was surrendered and the commit- 
tee quits its affiliation with the 
hostel. The Editor of the Press 
who had been a member of the 
committee for some time, resigned 
from its membership months ago 
because of dissatisfaction with 
the conduct of the work and with 
the increasing unpopularity of 
the movement in town, due large- 
ly to its acquiring of property and 
the attempt to avoid taxation. In 
the controversy on the hostel, it 
has been difficult to get at all the 
facts, but sufficient has become 
known to create a very decided 
and unfavorable attitude toward 
the situation as it now exists in 
the conduct of the local hostel.

of Center school. The report of 
the previously named investigat- 
ing committee was offered as the 
first item of business, after the 
Moderator had called the session 
to order and the Town Clerk had 
read the warrant. The Moderator 
named Miss C. Ina Merriman and 
Charles L. Johnson as tellers. The 
report was short and revealed that 
the committee were divided upon 
consolidation. It made no definite 
suggestions and was laid on the 
table by a vote, only to be taken 
up before adjournment, ordered 
filed and the committee dis- 
charged with thanks. The subject 
of consolidation was presented 
but upon motion the vote was 
taken to express only the prefer- 
ence of those present for the 
same, After considerable discus- 
sion, a ballot vote of 195 was 
taken, with 103 for consolidation 
and 92 opposed. The article pro- 
viding for a committee to under- 
take the matter of providing a 
building was considered and upon 
motion, such a committee was au- 
thorized consisting of the three 
members of the school committee 
and four taxpayers, to be named 
by the Selectmen. Under the arti- 
cle upon a location, no declara- 
tion was made but the Selectmen 
were empowered to investigate the 
matter of clearing up the Alex- 
ander property from any legal 
entanglement and report their 
findings later. The final article al- 
lowed the newly created commit- 
tee the sum of $300 for prelimin- 
ary work and investigation. The 
special meeting, while not accom- 
plishing all that many had hoped, 
did at least make a beginning and 
just as soon as the newly formed 
special school committee gets tn- 
to action and prepares some defi- 
nite proposition, another special 
town meeting will be called to 
take action. This meeting of the 
voters will then take some de- 
cisive action upon consolidation 
and the building of a new school.

EDITORIAL 


The voters of this town are 
not fully sold on the advantages 
of the consolidation of our schools 
or it may be that they are not 
vitally interested, and are willing 
to “pass the buck” to the school 
committee, where the suggestive 
action primarily belongs. This is 
evidenced by the fact that dis- 
trict meetings were not fully ex- 
pressive and that the special town 
meeting where less than 20 per 
cent of the voters cast ballots, and 
by a margin of only 11 votes in 
a total of less than 200 cast, fav- 
ored consolidation. It is apparent 
that the merits of the new school 
plan have not been properly pre- 
sented and reflection is upon the 
school authorities for not making 
such presentation to our citizens. 
At least our citizens need authori- 
tative information and the school 
committee is the teacher in this 
instance.

The Back Yard Gardener 


By G, O. Oleson 


1 think it was Mark Twain who 
made the statement, “When I was 
16 I thought my father rather 
lacking in knowledge, but when 
i was 21 I was surprised at how 
nuch the old gentleman had 
earned in the last 5 years.” 


Well, so it is with gardening. 
-t is surprising how much you 
ean learn even though you have 
been at gardening years and 
years. For example, cne silly little 
thing I learned the other day—I 
say silly ‘because it’s funny I 
didn’t know it before—was that 
marigolds are natives cf Mexico 
and that general region. With 
names French marigold and Afri- 
can marigold, I naturally thought 
that was where they originated, 
but they are all native “down 
Mexico way.” 


The regular garden marigold is 
the genus tagetes. Of course we 
often refer to the calendula as 
the pot marigold and the cowslip 
as the marsh marigold, and other 
plants are occasionally known as 
marigolds. 

The term African marigold, as 
I get it, is applied to the taller, 
upright types with large flowers, 
and the term French marigold 
means the more delicate, smaller 
plants and in many cases more 
interestingly marked flowers. 

I got all this information from 
the floriculture.department at the 
State College. In addition, they 
gave me these facts on culture. 
Marigolds in general are rather

easy to grow. They prefer a sunny 
location, a reasonably rich soil, 
and one that is well drained. Per- 
haps the simplest way is to sow 
them right out of doors. Plant 
them in rows and then when they 
are about 2 inches high transplant 
them to their permanent location. 

Of course they can be started 
indoors this time of year or a 
little earlier and then set out, al- 
though there isn’t a great deal to 
be gained from starting them in- 
side. Plant the seeds rather shal- 
low, not more than a quarter of 
an inch below the surface of the 
soil, being sure of course that the 
soil is firmly packed around the 
seeds and that it doesn’t dry out. 

As a-general rule they are re- 
sistant to pests although some 
varieties seem to be susceptible 
to a virus disease. This disease 
they told me is spread by leaf 
hoppers, so the only methods of 
control are to keep your insects 
well sprayed and diseased plants 
pulled out and burned. 

Anothér very excellent sugges- 
tion, which of course applies to 
most garden flowers, is to pinch 
off the tip when plants get about 
4 or 5 inches high. This induces 
them to develop into ‘bushy plants 
with more flowers, and after all 
that’s what you want. 

For varieties they suggest the 
following: Harmony is a French 
type, double flowers, bright red 
with a sort of yellow center. 
Golden Gem, small double, light 
yellow. That’s also French. All 
Double Orange, African type, 
bright orange, and quite tall. 
Early Sunshine, another African 
type, lemon color, isn’t quite so 
tall as the All Double Orange. A 
fine single variety is Flaming Fire. 

Then there is another group 
called the Red Gold Hybrids 
which are an African and French 
cross and come in various colors. 

For cut flowers with long stems 
they suggest Mrs. Lippincott, 
which is a light orange flower; 
Crown of Gold, which is orange 
and has odorless foliage; and 
Shaggy, which is a deep yellow. 

For real small edging plants 
they suggest the species Sigmata 
Pumila.
